37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's representative explained that Faeber would not 
include steel as a workpiece because the workpiece required by Feaber must include bonded oxygen. However, the 
Examiner explained that even given this position with respect to Faeber, WO'302 is generally directed to any metallic 
workpiece, and does not exclude the operation on aluminum workpieces as stated by the Applicant to be required by 
Faeber. Even though, WO'302 teaches cutting steel in it's preferred embodiments, it was explained by the Examiner 
that a reference is proper as prior art for all it contains, and is not limited to the teachings of it's preferred embodiments.
